The Development Theory. 


Epirors oF Tue Pactric: *Some 
weeks ago, there was a county educa- 
tional meeting in this city. Professor 
Norton, of the State Normal School, 
lectured on two evenings, to large as- 
semblies, on the “Development Theory.” 
Rev. R. Scdtt, Episcopal minister here, 
having listened to him, publishes the 
following in the “ Courier.” I give such 
extracts from his article as will convey 
his idea : 

‘“We have recently been con- 
siderably enlightened, in Santa Cruz, 
in regard to the doctrine of develop- 
ment. The theory cannot in its present 
state be ranked as true science or assured 
truth, being held merely as an hypothe- 
sis by certain scientists, to explain re- 
cognized phenomena in the material 
world. Most Christian men, if not all, 
plainly perceive that as yet the theory 
is entirely inconsistent with the Scrip- 
ture account of the creation, and the 
doctrines of Christianity. 

“ Now, so long as the development 
hypothesis is preached and advocated by 
public lecturers to whom you may lis- 
ten or not listen, as you please—paying 
your money and taking your choice— 
no one has a right to complain. But 
when men holding official positions in 
our public sehool system undertake to 
preach and advocate this hypothesis, it 
becomes another matter. As Christian 
men and women, contributing largely to 
the support of these schools, we have a 
right to require that the officers and 
teachers of them shall not advance 
theories and speculations opposed to our 
religious faith, and destruétive, as we 
believe, to the doctrine of the soul’s im- 
mortality. This, however, was done 
recently by a Professor from the Nor- 
mal School, who lectured before the 
Teachers’ Institute in this city. We 
had the privilege of listening to him 
only one night ; and there in the pre- 
sence of the public school teachers of 
our county, we heard him advocate and 
laud the theory in its most atheistic form, 
and praise its apostles as men unap- 
proachable in every virtue and moral 
excellence. Nor is it the worst of which 
we have aright to complain. In the 
lecturer’s zeal, or ignorance, he made 
statements in support of his pet theory 
which were entirely without foundation. 
One of them was to the effect that no 
scientific man of any eminence, since 
the death of Agassiz, stood up against 
this theory, and that all the colleges in 
the East now openly taught and advo- 
cated the doctrine.” 

Mr. Scott having been once a student 
at Princeton, was certain that the 
statement was untrue as regards: that

NOTES ON THE LESSON, 
After the institution of the Lord’s 


out, passed through tlhe eastern gate, 
descended into the valley of the Ke- 
dron, crossed over the narrow stream, 
and entered the Garden of Gethsemane, 
at the foot of the Mount of Olives, | It 
was now well on toward midnight, and 
the disciples began to feel sleepy. Jesus 
withdrew from them a little space, and 
engaged in prayer. Then followed the 
deep, mysterious agony, the blcody 
sweat, and the final submission to the 
supreme will; then the betrayal of Ju- 
das, his arrest and arraignment before 
the Sanhedrim. Such was their inde- 
cent haste and eager thirst for innocent 
blood, that He was betrayed, arrested, 
tried and condemned, all between mid- 
night and daybreak. He was then hur. 
ried away to Pilate, by him sent to 
Herod, and by Herod sent back to Pi- 
late, condemed by the Roman govern- 
or, against his own better judgment, 
and led away to be crucified by the 
third hour—that is, by nine o’clock in 
the morning. 

(V. 33) Zhey—The soidiers charged 
with his execution, and the crowd that 
followed them. Calvary.—This was 
probably the usual place for the execu- 
tion of criminals. It was called Gol- 
gotha in Hebrew, Kranion in Greek, 
and Calvaria in Latin. From the last 
comes our English Calvary. It means 
skull-shaped, or the place of a skull— 
not because the skulls of dead criminals 
were left lying there, which was con- 
trary to Jewish regulations and usage ; 
but because the spot, probably a bare, 
round knoll, bore some fancied resem- 
blance to the shape of a human ‘skull, 
It was not a hill, or mountain, and the 
use of the expression “* Mount Calvary,” 
originated in some patristic or medizeval 
fiction. It is impossible to determine 
the precise locality. All we know with

Address of Mrs. Watkins at the 
Fifth Anniversary, 


It gives me very great pleasure, my 
dear sisters and co-workers, to meet 
with you to-day for the first time at an 
anniversary of the W. B. F. M.; and 
as we review the past years of work, 
let us thank God and take courage for 
the year now dawning upon us. 

You cannot realize how much I enjoy 
the thought that I am your missionary, 
that I belong to you, It was my privi- 
lege, @ year ago, to visit some of the 
auxiliaries belonging to the Board of the 
Interior, which had formerly adopted 
me as their missionary, and I appreciat- 
ed and enjoyed their warm hospitality 
and kindness; but there was lacking 
there those associations and friendships 
which especially endear me to this 
Board. And I wish just here to thank 
you most sincerely for the king interest 
you have taken in me and in our work 
in Mexico. I feel that there is a bond 
of union that will exist between us even 
through all eternity. Our interests, our 
aims, our hopes, our prayers are one,

Francisco a few days ago, and witnessed 
twenty-five missionaries set sail for for- 
eign shores, and saw their cheerful, hap:

He can smoke and 
lounge at pleasure, while too cften she 
must provide for the little ones, and for 
him also; and if she does not please 
him in all things, he considers it his 
right and duty to bring her to terms 
with the rod.

My remarks to-day will be mostly in 


and older wemen can read, They have 
been kept in ignorance, superstition, vice 
and poverty, their comforts in this life 
but few. And after all this wretched- 
ness, nothing but darkness and uncer- 
tainty for the future! | 
As a preparation for a better life here 
and hereafter, every few months they 
have spiritual exercises in the churches, 
generally continuing for nine days— 
first for the women, afterwards for the 
men. They leave their families as best 
they can, and are cloistered there with 
the priests, not being permitted, to go 
out in the meantime. What they have 
to eat is brought to them; but there 
must be much fasting as well as prayer. 
They beat themselves and their fellow- 
sufferers with instruments of torture. 
Such is the work done there, that often- 
times the walls are besmeared with the 
blood of these poor, deluded creatares, 
‘and many have gone forth from these 
spiritual exercises totally demented. 
Is there more reason to work, for the 
heathen women of China, Turkey, Jap- 
an or India, to raise them frém their 
degradation, than for those on our own 
continent, just across our borders? 


I will now mention one or two inci- 
dents of interest in connection with our 
work. 
In our church we had a visiting com- 
mittee of women, appointed to look 
after the sick and needy of the congre- 
gation, and any others that might come 
under their notice. One of these has a 
most devoted heart. Although ‘poor 
and needy herself, she visits and carries 
remedies that she herself makes to the 
sick, and ministers also to their spiritual 


wants. She may truly be said to have | 


‘ta heart at leisure from itself to soothe 
and sympathize.” She fonnd, one day, 
in her visits,a poor woman who had 
been a faithful devotee of the Romish 
Church, and who had just confessed, as 
she’ was about to die, to her Father Con- 
fessor, in untold agony of mind. The 
priest had denied her absolution, be- 
cause she had not paid a manda to some 
saint that he had imposed upon her. 
She had remonstrated with him, and 
told him that she had not even the nec- 
essary comforts for herself, and that she 
was dependent upon her friends and 
neighbors for her medicines. This did 
not alter the case with \the priest, but 
he hung by her bedside some of those 
most horrible pictures of souls in the 
flames of purgatory, and left her in this 
terrible condition to die. Soon after 
this occurred, Senorita S., our mission- 
ary, found her, and told her of the bet- 
ter way of pardon, through the blood 
of Christ, which could be obtained with- 
out money and without price. . The 
poor woman listened eagerly, believed, 
and was-forgiven—not by the priest, 
but by Him who. came to forgive, even 
to the uttermost, those who trust in 
him, 

One more incident: A poor girl lay 
dying. Her mother_had died only a 
short time before, trusting only to 
priestly forgiveness, which did not. satis- 
fy the daughter. She would have no 
priest to confess her at death. Her 
older sister, a great fanatic, was much 
troubled, and went to a neighbor, to 
ask her what she should do. This neigh- 
bor bad found the better way, and ad- 
vised her, under the circumstance, to 
have Mr. Watkins visit the dying girl. 
At last she consented, and Mr. Watkins 
was sent for. He went, and found her 
eo glad to hear of the sin-forgiving Sav- 
ior, and ready to trust him wholly. Af- 
ter some conversation and prayer, Mr. 
Watkins left her, and very sliortly 
afterwards she died, but, as all testified, 
happy in the Lord, and with a smile up- 
on her face—so different from her moth- 
er, who died in the faith, but with that 
uncertainty that overhangs the priest- 
forgiven. After her’death, the father, 
Three sisters and a brother came to learn 
the secret of her happy death. They 
are all now faithful and earnest work- 
ers in the cause of Christ. 


. It is a custom, after early mass on 
Sunday, for the women to wash their 
clothes. This these girls. bad been ac- 
| enstomed to do; but when they became 
Christians, they felt it was not. right, 
Being quite poor, they had but one de- 
cent suit to wear out; so they shut 
their doors as soon as it became dark on 


| 


Saturday evening, washed, starched, 

dried and ironed their clothes, finishing 

about midnight, and thus were able to 

come to church on the Sabbath, clean 

and respectable. They seem to learn, 
soon after conversion, that cleanliness is 

next to godliness; and where they were 

indifferent, to say the least, before, they 

become particular in their person and 

dress afterwards. It has become almost 

a proverb, when one of these people is 
dressed up in a clean and respectable 

manner, la Protestante.” 

I have never yet delivered the mes- 
sage intrusted to me by the women of 
the congregation, just before leaving 
Guadalajara. It was this: “ Give our. 


love to the Christian women of your 
country, and tell them that our hearte - 
go out in gratitude to them and to God, . 
that they have sent you here to a coun- - 
try of so much toil and privation, to do . 
good, and to teach us the true way to - 


heaven.” 

They became strongly attached fo us, 
and in many ways showed their devo- 
tion. No matter how poor they were 
—when they came to the house, (often. 
even at the Sunday services) they would! 
bring some little token of affection : 
somé fruit, or some toys for our little 
girl When we came away, we found 
at the stage office, before five o’clock in 
the morning, a large number to see us 
off; and several had slept out in our 
court-yard, on the cold bricks, we found, 
so as to be sure and be in time to give 
their parting embrace. Yes, I feel sure 
of the affection of many of the Mexican 
women, and I often long for some of 
their warm and heartfelt embraces. 


I .hbave a letter here in regard to a 


noble woman, a woman of culture and > 


refinement, who left her comfortable 
and happy home in England to work 
for these poor, forsaken ones. She died™ 


as truly a martyr as did our.own Mr, - 


Stephens; and I have been requested” 
to read, the letter at this meeting, in or. 
der to show you something of the trials - 
that the missionaries have to endure in 
that nominally Christian land. [The 
toucbing letter read by Mrs, Watkins 
at this point will be published here~ 
after.

To utilize the vast power generated 
by numberless rivers and tide-ways, by 
transmitting it from regions where not 
used to points where it is invaluable, 
has long puzzled scientists. In places 
away from the seaboard and the great 
water-courses, especially, power has 
heretofore been obtained only by the 
erection of - expensive machinery, the 
constant generation of steam, and the 
constant consumption of vast quantities 
of coal brought from a distance. 

While visiting the mining-regions of 
the Sierra Nevada and Rocky mountains 
in his late western tour, Professcr Edi- 
son was struck with the difficulty there 
had by miners in drilling and boring, 
though in many cases in the vicinity of 
rapidly flowing mountain streams. Ex-

low) be transmitted to these men by 
electricity ?” This thought seemed not 
to go from Edison’s head ; and all the 
way across the plains on their journey 
home he and his friend “ Barky,” as he 
calls him, discussed the various prob. 
lems for the transmission of power. 


Before starting for the West, Prof. 
Barker bad visited Ansonia, Conn., 
where his old friend, Mr. William Wal- 
lace, is engaged in the manufacture of 
electrical machines. Mr. Wallace has 
profound scientific research, and besides 
the mechanical part of his business, he 
devotes himself enthusiastically to that 
part of physics that comprehends elec- 
tricity, magnetism and the polarization 
of light. He showed Prof. Barker an 
instrument to which he had devoted the 
best years of his life, but which was yet 
in a crude condition. He is still experi- 
menting with it, but he believed he 
would so perfect it as to transmit pow- 
er from one point to another by means 
of electricity. 

When tbe Edison party had arrived 
in New York, Prof. Barker bethought 
himself of the instrument previously 
shown him by his friend, and which at 
the same time he had only carsorily ex- 
amined. He invited Prof. Edison to 


visit Ansonia with him, an invitation , 


which was at once accepted. The party 
consisted of Profs. Edison and Barker, 
Prof. Chandler, of the Board of Health, 
and Mr. Edison’s assistant, Mr. Bachel- 
ler. 

It was an agreeable surprise to the 
party to find that Mr. Wallace had per- 
fected his machine. Being exceedingly

the opinion of Prof. C. W. Siemons, of 
the Royal Society of Great Britain, who 
has recently visited this country. In a 
recent address in Glasgow. he said that 
in England a nieans of transmitting 
power by electricity must soon be the 
important problem of the day. What 
are the English people to do when their 
coal is exhausted? Of America and 
her great water-courses he said : 


“The amount of water falling over 
Niagara is equal to 100,000,000 tons an 
hour falling 150 feet. The amount of 
coal reguired annually to raise such a 
weight up to the point from which it 
fell, which is a measure of the amount 
of power yielded by that water in fall- 
ing, would require the consumption of 
260,000,000 tons of coal a year, which 


As an example of how tbe fall of 
such a body as the Falls of Niagara 
could be practically utilized by means 
of the telemachon, a gentlemen who has 
studied the subject for years gave re. 
cently the following illustration: <A 
series of flumes could be constructed 
from the edge of the descent of the 
American Falls to the level of the water 
below, of a size sufficient to carry all 
the water of the Niagara river through 
the water-wheels. With shafting, this 
power could be used to turn the machine 
generating the electric current. This 
current could then be carried to New 
York city by conductors, which are cop- 
per rods. These rods may be tapped 
then at any point, wherever power is 
needed, and wires carried into factories, 
just as gas is now carried in pipes 
through the streets. In the factory a 
telemachon would be placed of a power 
sufficiently great to run the shafting. 
Thus the entire power required by the 
state of New York might be taken off 
along the line of the main conductors, 
The amount of electricity taken off at 
any one point would he readily regulat- 
ed in the same way in which the current 
taken from a battery for telegraphic 
purposes is now regulated—that is, by 
introducing suitable resistance in the 
local line.—[New York Sun.

They begin to 
yield berries ‘the third year, but in Cali- 
fornia may bear the next year after 
planting. The berry for introduction 
here is the size of 2 small pea, of a 
white color, hanging in clusters, and 
contains the wax as a thick white coat- 
ing of the seed. The full-grown tree 


from the top. The wax is‘a pamatine 
or glyceride; when first extracted it is 
of a yellowish white color, and some- 
what softer than beeswax. It melts at 
127°, and when formed into candles 
gives a fine;’clear light. In ordinary 
candle-making the unbleached wax is 
used. When washed, and bleached in 
the sun and air, it assumes a pure white. 
color. 

The vegetable wax of commerce is 
the imported article from Japan. From 
experiments made it can be readily 
‘grown in this country. Ttfe tree is 
highly ornamental, as well as valuable 
fur its production. As tle foliage 
changes it has the peculiarly bright and 
attractive hues so remarkable in the 
autumn landscapes of the Eastern 
States. The wax is in great demand, 
and commands a good price. It is valu- 
able for candles, making the gloss for 
linen, for waxing thread, and any other 
purposes for which the ordinary wax is 
used. Since it may be growu so readi- 
ly, its cultivation could undoubtedly be 
made a source of profit, and especially 
since the present process of extracting 
honey from wax will tend to lessen the 
supply of the ordinary article, and also 
leave ample room for this new industry.

however, the foes of Gambetta threaten 
to proscute him under a law of France 
against dueling. Well, we hope they 
will. He ought to be prosecuted, and 
made to pay his fine. He had no right 
to accept a challenge. He should have 
declined on moral grounds, and he 
should have apologized for his condact 
before the duel, as he did afterward. 
Ordinarily, if not always, dueling is 
senseless as well as needless. 


In an address at the funeral of his 
mother, at Skokomish, W. T., the Rev.

I. THE CHURCH BRAIN.

‘Testament to represent a church asa 
living organism. Now, in order to the 
existence. and growth of an organism, 
certain organs, capable of certain fanc- 
tions, are necessary ; and it may not be 
amiss to use this fact as suggesting the 
dependence of a charch for a vigorous 
and progressive life on its possession of 
certain powers held persistently to nor- 
mal action. 

What is plainer to see or easier to 
say than that a ehurch has need of 
| brain, and that it is a part of its legiti- 
mate work to culture brain ? _ Weight 
and quality of brain make wide differ- 
ences between man and man; why not 
also between church and church? A 
church is not at all likely te die, as 
some men die, because its brain is too 
big for its body. At least, society ts 
not liable to be bereft of churches alto- 


Therefore, it is safe to urge upon chris- 
tian churches the endeavor to develop 
a brain fully big enough for their 
bodies, 

The term brain is used, of course, 
for intellect, and the point urged is, 
that in the life of a church the intellec- 
tual element’ demands, by right, a large 
place, and should be assiduously culti- 
vated. Religion was never designed to fos- 


sure, is gauged to the level ,of the 
lowly and the ignorant—has something 
to say intelligible to babes; but never- 
theless, the natural tendency of its 
working in the mind is to broaden and 
enlarge, Taken in its upward relation, 
the gospel brings,us at once into com- 
munion with the most exalted mind in 
in the universe. ~ One ‘cannot become 
familiar with the redemptive scheme 
without realizing the breadth and com- 
prehensiveness of its idea. One cannot en- 
gage himself with the teaching of Christ 
without admitting that he meets there- 
in with an-intellect incomparably keen. 
Indeed, the.round of spiritual truths 
involved in revealed religion opens up 


broader and more engaging to intellec- 
tual power than the science and _ philos- 
ophy of material patare. So, on this 
side, there is enough, forsooth, that is 
‘stimulant of mental activity and favor- 
able to mental growth. 

Then again, viewing the gospel in its 
lower relations, what do we find? At 
various points it makes connection with 
all the knowledges of men, and has in- 
terests involved in their development. 
| The gospel has roots which run down 
even into chemistry, into biology, into 
‘geology, into the lowest soil of funda- 
mental laws. Unwittingly, perhaps, all 
the cultivators of knowledge have been 
digging about these gospel roots. And 
with knowledge of what they do also, 
men have brought truth from every 
realm to be applied favorably or hos. 
tilely to the truth in Jesus. Out of 
every far land of science, in these 
latter days, wise men have come to 
Bethlehem, some to worship and bring 
gifts, and some to inquire and criticize, 
To make adjustment to all this, and to 
turn truth from every source to the ad- 
vantage of Christianity, calls to-day for 
intellectual power consecrated to Christ. 
To make response to that call has be- 
come one of the prime duties of the 
church. Christianity cannot escape its 
relation, more or less near and intimate, 
all sciences, and it should not try; 
Jts genius is rather to embrace every- 
thing in the curriculum of christian 
culture. 

A church, then, has no right to be 
dull. The people have decreed long 
since that a minister must not be dull; 
but the point urged now is that a chris. 
tian church, regarded as a composite 
whole, does wrong if it abides mentally 
weak. Its duty is to train itself to in- 
tellectual strength. This for Christ’s 
sake; for there is nothing that will 
oommand men’s attention in the first 
instance more readily than mind, keen 
mind, facile mind, mind trained to care 

ful and fair thought, and to accurate 
and ready expression. A_ church 
should make it, therefore, # conscientious 
duty to become a center of intellectual 
infilpence in the community. 

The atmosphere of a Sabbath service, 
to make practical application now, 
should be one in which it is difficult for 
a man to go to sleep. A man will 
, sometimes. tickle his ribs or prick him- 
self with a pin to keep awake in church 
time. Better to tickle him with a 
bright thought, or -prick him with a 
truth sharp-pointed. This will not 
only keep him awake but do him good, 
whereas the other expedients will make 
him vow to stay at home next Sunday. 

It is the case sometimes that public re- 
ligious services are of so dull and weak 
a character that men feel they lose time 
in attending them. They ought to be 
such, on the contrary, that the most 
diligent and time-beg rudging scholar

To develop it, and. to 
engage it in the service of the Master, 
is worthy of special effort on the part 
of every church.

PERSECUTION IN Spain.—Mr. Geo. 
|S. Benoliel, Protestant pastor in Alcoy, 
Spain, bas been condemned to two 
months’ imprisonment and to pay half 
the costs of court, on the charge of 
having interfered with the free exercise 
of the Catholic worship. A woman, a 
member of Mr. Benoliel’s congregation 
and aregular attendant at the chapel, 
after a painful and somewhat extended 
illness, during which she had sought 
and received constant visits from her 
pastor, was at the point of death and 
unable to speak. At this crisis a Ro- 
man priest, uninvited either by her or 
her family, insisted on coming to the

THE USES OF PHOTOGRAPHY. 

Not only does photography reproduce, 
with absolute perfection, details which 
the most scrupulous eye-work could not 
trace without errors, but it actually sees 
what is invisible ; the sensitive plate re- 
ceives impressions which altogether es- 
cape the human eye. Thus, the French 


Embassador in Greece, Baron Gros, who |. 


used to amuse himself with photogra- 
phy, took one day a view of the Acrop- 
olis. He never looked at it again till he 
was back in Paris; and then, examin- 
ing it with the microscope, he was as- 
tonished to find on a stone in the fore-. 
ground, the figure of a lion devouring 


Greek art. Here was something which 
none of the antiquarians, who have 
counted every stone in the old temple 
of Pallas Athene, had ever noticed ; 
the sun had found it out, and the 
Frenchman’s photograph had made it 
evident to the eyes of men. 


It is the same with manuscripts. The 
parts that have, through age and damp, 
become illegible, stand out in the pho- 
tographic copy as strongly marked as 
the rest. Ink gets yellow with time. 
The peroxide of iron, which gives it its 
coloring, is gradually oxidized, until 
even a magnifying glass can trace noth- 
ing on the parchment ; but the chemical 
effect remains. The ink, which has be- 
come invisible, still has power to ‘di- 
minish the susceptibility to light of those 
parts on which it was laid; and so the 
writing, which had long since disap- 
peared, comes out black and jesidle by 
the aid of the camera, 


The use of photography is very val- 
uable to the classical scholar. It gives 
him a chance of recovering the manu- | 
scripts of Greek and Roman authors 
whose works were supposed to have 
perished. Besides the burning of libra- 
ries like that of Alexandria, and the 
natural decay when rolls of parchment 
were stored for safety in dark cellars, 
there was, all through the dark ages, 
a cruel custom of taking classical man- 
uscripts and using the parchment up 
again, after rubbing off the ink, as far 
as possible, with pumice stone. So it 
comes to pass that in almost every 
monastery there are some of these pal- 
impsests—1. rescraped parchments— 
on which bills and expenses, or monas- 
tic and theological rubbish, cover some- 
thing for which scholars have, perhaps, 


palimpsests have hitherto been treated 
with acids of various kinds to get rid of 
the new ink, and then dipped in a solu- 
tion of tannin to bring out, if possible, 
the old writing. All this washing, how- 
ever, too often had the effect of making 
the whole hopelessly illegible ; whereas 
photography does away with the need of 
it. In the sun picture the effaced original 
comes out often as clearly as that which 
was written afterward; and then, of 
course, it is no veiy difficult task to 
read between the lines. 


But this application of photography 
is useful not to the scholar only, but to 
the statesman, or merchant, or special 
correspondent, or to any one who wants 
to send letters: that nobody else can 
read. If you write with a solution of 
sulphate of quinine, the paper will look 
like a blank sheet over which a fly has 
traced a very few faint marks; you 
may safely send it by way of the Rus- 
sian headquarters, unless, indeed, there 
is a photographer there who knows the 
secret. In that case he has only to 
take a sun copy of your seemingly 
blank sheet, and what you wrote be- 
comes as legible as the old “ sympa- 
thetic ink” of our grandmothers used 
to when held before the fire. Bankers, 
too, may sometimes find it convenient 
to have doubtful checks photographed. 
However carefully the original amount 
may have been washed out, the sun 
will bring it up again to the confusion 
of the forger. As for doctors, it may 
be.worth their while now and then to 
photograph their patients, when they 
suspect there is any eruptive disease 
not yet visible.

Outward tests signify the inner life. 
“ By their fruits ye shall know them,” is. 
as true of characters as of trees.. What 
we sow we must reap. He who sows to 
the flesh must reap corruption. He who 
sows to the spirit must reap life ever- 
lasting. 

We find it here wisest to carefully 
try everything on which our safety and 
welfare rests. We test the boat, the 
engine, the compass and chart and the 
chronometer for the voyage. We test 
every element of business and social life 
as much as possible. The same wisdom 
applies to the fitness for efernity. Yet 
it is a process not settled at once. It 
requires a practiced eye to see and a 
quick ear to hear, The Great Teacher. 
often said: ‘* He that bath ears, let him 
hear.’ The use of our own powers in 
deciding the condition of our souls. is 
required as much as in the diagnosis of 
health. If we would be clear and true 
in the latter, much more in the former. 
The Great Apostle boldly met this self- 
duty, and left an example of its value in

You rest in 
its assurance. Out of it spring your 
best hopes for yourself, your family and 
your work. Christianity has already so 
impressed itself upon the world, that 
those who do not profess it choose for 
trusted companions those who do profess 
it. They are pained when in any re- 
spect this trust fails. They rejoice when 
it proves true. How much this has ap- 
plied to companions in the 
work, among the Indians and in the 
settiements of this Northwest, during 
the last forty years! “On every occasion 
of trial, in joy or sorrow, light or dark- 
ness, health or sickness, peril or safety, 
this beloved wife and mother evinced a 
Christian faith, patience, courage, pra- 
dence, hopefulness and energy which 
enabled her companion to fulfill” his 
duties, which cheered and led onward 
and upward her fellow-laborers mm every 
place, and which brought forth “ the 
fruits of righteousness” in her own and 
other households.
